cose of a farmer who ebows specimens of 
corn ot this year's growth which are oer- 
tatnly as good as we ever see in this 
conntry BO early in the year 
TJie 


peculiarity ot this corn is that it was 
planted on tbe 9th day of June and is 
uow matured and tbe ears are all wall 
Sited out. The corn on tbis land last 
year jielded euty two buahels per acre 
and this year he la certain that it will 
produwe more Tbe ears nri about a foot 
long n ad tbe corn would do to show at 
the fair.
